The statement
waa prepared ot the regquest of an
eastern ROWEPAPST snd reads, lm part
as follows:

“The pewers of the military ia deal-
g with an ergamisatiom engaged in
msurrection agaimst the lawful au-
Whorities of the state im a criminal
esnsplsasy agelnst the lives of its eiti-
sens, haa recaatly beem defined by the
Bonorable supreme court of the siate
i re Moyer, to which I refer you for
my suthority, I am taking such steps
& are necessary to restore peace In
this sommunity and to render safe the
Nves of ite citizens. Many Innocent
Mves have already been sacrificed and
the authorities of Colorando propose
that these assassinations shall’cease.

“In other and more settled com-
munities, the electlon of who and who
are not desirable citizens may be a
siow process, The people of Colorado
Jove order and peace and law, just as
much as those of the older communi-

tiss, but they somelimes make thelr
slection of eitizens in a hurry and the
murderous, unepeakable outrage st the
Independence station a wesk age eom-
ing a2 & eulmination of wmaay hidden
erimen, all traceabls te the Western
Federation of Miners, precipitated such
an elsctiom.

“It is not uncommon out here for the
peaceable citinens to go %o & mam of
the eommunity and tell him te go, that
he in mot wanted. Bueh & notios I»
'um dleregarded. The one notified
goes for the good of the scmmunity;
¥ there lo mo other law for I, there
lh at least the fundamental one that
| glves the people the power to hang
one man, send another to the penl-
tentiary, fine a lesser culprit and the
unwritten power to impose the lighter
sentence of enforced departure to other
fields for those who, having trans-
gressed the written law, are not dis-
turbing elements in the general peace
| “These men were deported to the
| Kansas-Colorado line and more will
'follow tomorrow, for which mo apolo-
gles are made to any one. Should they
| return they will be immediately placed
in the military prison and there remaln
Indefinitely.”
